20.—Mrs. Amelia Earhart Putnam, 
wno Intends to be the first woman 
to fly alone across the Atlantic, 
landed at Harbor Grace airport 
this afternoon after a 610 mile 
hope from St. John, New Bruns- 


ST. JOHN, New Brunswick,' 


May 20 —With a non atop- Trans- 
Atlantic crossing as her aim, Mrs. 
Amelia Earhart Putnam, notedAm- 
erican aviatrix, took off from St. 
John at 7:30 a. m. E. S. T. today 
for Harbor Grace, Newfoundland. 


She plans to get 
away 
from 


Harbor Grace on the ocean hop 
as soon as possiple after re-fuel- 
ing and re-checking her plane. 


Mrs. Putnam, the only woman 


ever to attempt a solo trans-At- 
lantic flight and already veteran 
of one successful crossing, stead- 
fastly refused to reveal her Eu- 
ropean destination, but inadver- 
tantly dropped a hint that it 
might be in the British Isles. 


She expressed a longing to beat 


the German seaplane DOX, now in 
Newfoundland in preparation for 
her ocean jump. 


HAS NO RADIO 


The aviatrix' plane is not equip- 


ped with radio and carries only a 
simple magnetic .compass. 
Mrs. 


Putnam plans to depend upon her 
flying instinct to land her safely 
at her goal. She was asked what 
provisions she would take along on 
her flight. 


"Some tomato juice, I guess," 


she said,, "You 
don't get 
very 


hungry on a flight of this sort." 


Bernt Balchen, companion of 


Reai Admiral Richard E. Byrd, on

Putnam, 


publisher, in New York. She and 
Balchen and Eddie Gorski, me- 
chanic, breakfasted at their hotel 
shortly after G o'clock this morn- 
ing and hastened to the airport. 


Weather reports from Newfound- 


land were not encouraging, but as 
Che morning progressed the threat 
of rain and adverse winds dimin- 
ished and the trio decided to make 
the jump. 


The speedy craft, in which Mrs 


Putnam hopes to take off on her 
solo flight in the day if conditions 
are favorable, quickly passed out 
of sight, beading up the bay of 
Fundy toward Cape Breton, Nova 
Scotia.

On May 20th, five years ago, an unknown young man with a toussled mop 
of hair climbed-lnto the cockpit of the plane, which he had named the 
"Spirit of St. Louis," at Roosevelt Field-, New York and, followed by the 
prayers of s. few well-wishers, flew off into the haze that overhangs the 
broad Atlantic. On board he carried a bottle of water, a sandwich and a 
letter of introduction. Thirty-tLree hours later, after the greatest and 
ckanest flight in the history of aviation, that young man set his plane 
down at Le Bourget Airport, Pans, and Captain Charles A Lindbergh 


a world hero. In the five vears that have passed since that 


memsrable day, the Lone Eagle, as he was picturesquel^eattea^ aas onen 
wished'that fame was as fleeting as cynics would -haye-os-believe,'for 
-nothing is so wearying1 to the unassuming man'as continued adulation of 
-hero worshipers. The two highspots m Colonel Lindbergh's career since 
his flight -acre his marriage to Anne Morrow, daughter of Dwight W. 
Morrow, on May 21, 1929, and the birth of their son on June 22, 1930. 
Both were occasions of the greatest happiness but the joy thus brought 
is now overshadowed by the tragedy of their baby's murder that has 
bJotted out the sun for the once-biisslul couple.
